They can 
judge intensity. They can pro- 
file the voters’ thoughts about 
a politictan’s personality.’’ 
Every election {s governed 
by human factors that no poll 
taker can take into account 
any more than a state planner 
can plan the perfect society. 
In a free country, millions of 
individual decisions concerning 
political candidates for office 
are made on the basis of events 
and personal judgments that no 
computer will ever be able to 
classify beforehand, In an ine 
terview with reporters from 
U, S. News and World Report 


a few weeks before the election, 
Dr. George Gallup, the veteran 
pollster, was asked whether 
some dramatic development, 
such as a bombing halt in Viet 
Nam, could “,..turn the trick 
for Humphrey,’’ Mr, Gallup be« 
lieved there was no question 
but that a halt in bombing would 
help Humphrey. His bellef was 
based on close questioning of 
people, The sudden bombing halt 
a few days before the election 
may have accounted for Mr. 
Humphrey’s sudden upsurge of 
popular support, Others felt that 
the bombing halt smacked too 
much of a political gesture and 
believed {t would react against 
Mr, Humphrey. The closeness 
of the election indicates the 
latter may have been wrong. 

Another aftermath of the 
election, aside from its dis+ 
closure of an obvious need for 
better understanding of polls, 
will almost certainly be a re- 
newal of efforts to change the 
presidential election process, 
Many feel the mechanisms of 


the electoral college is too 
cumbersome, Perhaps so, But, 
the fact remains that in spite 
of the alleged disruptive inter- 
vention of Mr. Wallace’s Am- 
erican Independent Party, the 
U, S, political system has shown 
the world that nearly 75 million 
persons can go to the polls 
in an orderly manner and des~ 
ignate their choice of a man tc 
represent them in the highest 
public office in the land for the 
next four years, Equally impor~ 
tant, the losing candidates have 
closed ranks with the president- 
elect to help bring the country 
together in tackling the for- 
midable tasks that Me ahead 
for the nation. In a time of 
Stress, our system of repre- 
sentative goverrment has shown 
great strength through the bal- 
lot box and through the good- 
will of the candidates. What 
more can a free people ask?
